"Dr William B. Derrick, of New York 
city, stated the purpuse 0 the delegation 
to ihe president and presented resolutions 
which ay adopted at the recent mass 

eeting at Cooper union. 
"ie his reply President Harrison explained 
to the gentlemen just how far he could 
exercise bis authority under the constitu- 
tion, stating very clearly the difference 
between state and federal authority in 
regard to crimes committed in any partic- 
ular state. The New Orleans lynching mat- 
ter was taken as an example. The federal 
government, he said, cleariy had the right 
to provide for the protection of Italian 
subjects, as that was a matter of treaty 
rights, but it has not been done; no legis- 
lation has been enacted, and neither the 
federal courts ne ‘ys president could in- 

in that case. 

peo ay Harries m advised the delegation to 
collect in detail facts concerning the lynch- 
ings in the south for a year and present 
them to him and the public press, and 
said that upon these facts he would as- 
sist so far as he could in creating a public 
sentiment against the lawless methods of 
punishment of colored men in the south. 

While willing to do everything he could 
in behalf of all of the citizens o the coun- 
try, he explained clearly how any attempt 
of interference with the state authority by 
him would de more harm than good.

In a 
moment it was in flames. The husband and 
baby perished. Among the many who were 
attracted to the scene of the conflagration 
was this Brady. It was doubtless under- 
stood’ between the two, for when an op- 
portunity presented itself they fled together. 
Tuey had gone but a short distance when 
1 ferocious bull attacked them. Mrs. Har-, 
veli was caught between the animal’s horns 
and swung in midair. ~ : ’ 

She was piereed through and through. 
Brady, in attempting to rescue her, lost 
his footing and fell. The bull gored him 
to death. Mr. and Mrs. Harvell had been 
married but a year or two. The husdand 
suspected his wife some time ago of

THEY INSTRUCT FOR CLEVELAND, 


With a String to Which Is Attached 
the Name of Gray. 


INDIANA YOTED FOR HARRISON IN ‘88; 


And It Remains to Be Seen Whether Ex- 
Marshal Hawkins and Others Can 
Do Any Better in ’92. 


Indianapolis, April 21—The democratic 
state convention met in this city today. 
Chairman Taggert called the body to 
order, Senator Turpie was elected per- 
manent chairman. Senator Voorhees, 
me spa tip C. K. Jewett and S. E. 
orse were elected as delegates at 
to the national convention. pe eh 
Phe Fiatform seported. 


The following report on platform was 


‘adopted: 


We, the democracy of Indian » 
tion assembled, reatiirm our Berations tt “the 
honored principles of our historic party. We 
believe that the powers delegated by the pec- 
ple should be strictly construed; that the auto- 
mony of the states and the rights of local 
self-government and home rule should be 
zealously guarded; that no mouey should be 
taken from the people under any pretext, for 
other than public purposes; that thé strictest 
economy shvuld be exercised in all govern- 
mental expenditures, whether local, state or 
national; that legisiation showd be confined 
to the legitimate objects of government; that 
a public office is a solemn public trust. We 
are uncompromisingly opposed to enlargement 
and concentration of the federal powers; to 
the usurpation by the central government of 
the functions of the sates; to bounties and 
subsidies in every form; to every species of 
class legislation and government rtnership 
with private enterprises; to the whole theory 
and practice of paternalism. 

We believe that ‘‘ in a free country the 
curtailment of absolute rights of the individ- 
ual should only be such as is essential to the 
peace and A ges order of the community and 
we regard legislation looking to the abridze- 
ment of the liberty of person or conscience 
not absolutely necessary to the maintenance 
of public order as vicious in principle and 
demoralizing in practice.’ 

We arraign the administration of Benjamin 
Harrison for its subserviency to the intorests 
of the money power which created it, and 
its indifference to the welfare of the people; 
for its brazen violation of its solemn pledges 
to the country to elevate and purify the pub- 
lic service; for its shameless prostitution of 
the public patronage to the vilest partisan 
urposes, as illustrated by the sale of a cab- 
net office to John Wanamaker; by the employ- 
ment of the pension bureau as a party ma- 
chine; and the promotion of filiam A. 
Woods to a higher position in the federal judi- 
clary as a reward for his services in saving 
the “‘blocks-of-five’’ conspirators from the pen- 
itentiary; for its contemptuous repudiation 
of its promises to the veteran soldiers of the 
union;. for its. wicked attempt to fasten upon 
the country an odious and un-American force 
bill, intended to deprive the people of the 
right to regulate their own elections; for its 
weak and demagogical foreign policy which 
has exhibited the American government to 
fhe world as a bully toward the feeble and a 
truckler to the powerful. We favor such a radi- 
cal and comprejensive measure of tariff re- 
form as shall felieve the necessities of the 
people and such material of our manufac- 
terers from taxation. 

We condemn the so-called reciprocity pol- 
icy as. a transparent attack to impose upon 
the American people the shadow of coa- 
mercial freedom for its substance in cider to 
perpetuate the existing System of Iicensed 
spoliation for the benefit of trusts ana 
monopolies, which are the chi>?f supporters 
of the republican party. 

We believe that there should be kept. in 
constant circulation a full and _ sufficient 
volume of money, zonsisting of gold, silver 
and legal tender paper currency at par with 
each other. 

We favor the election of United States 
senators directly by the people, and commen] 
Senator ‘Turpie for his efforts in congress to 
secure this great ref»>rm. 

We endorse the course of our distinguish2d 
senators, D. W. Voorhees and David Turpie, 
and we favor the re-election of Mr. Turpie 
to the position he has filled with so much 
ability. 

We denounce the administration of the pen- 
sion office by present Commissioner Green B. 
Raum as incompetent, corrupt, disgraceful 
and dishonest; and we demand his tmmediate 
removal from office. Inasmuch as the exemp- 
tion of greenback currency fron taxstion by 
national law is not only unjust in cada ne ae 
but also is the occasion of much fraudulent 
evasion of local tax laws, and inasmuch as 
interstate transportation is exempted from an 
equitable station by constitutional powers 
conferred on congress concerning interstate 
commerce, we demand that Indiana senators 
and represertatives in congress use their in- 
fluence to secure the passage of laws making 

reenbacks taxable as other money, and mak- 
ng interstatc grt on on the same 

S$ as mestic commerce.

A New York Drummer Who Was Taught a 
Salutary Lesson.

Montgomery, Ala., April 21.—(Special.) 
A. crowd of four hundred people, composed 
of the citizens of Americus, Macon, Cor- 
dele, Albany,Richland and other Georgia 
towns, left Americus this morning, at 5 
o'clock, for Montgomery, to celebrate the 
formal opening of the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery railroad. En route a 
number of other persons got on at various 
towns. The distance from Americus to 
Montgomery is 140 miles, through a splen- 
did country. The run‘was made at the rate 
of thirty miles per hour. The Macon party 
rode‘in President Sam Hawkins‘s private 
car, with several leading citizens of Ameri- 
cus. An elegant breakfast was served. It 
was regretted by all that President Sam 
Hawkins could not accompany the party to 
Montgomery, he having been suddenly call- 
ed to New York. It was by Colonel Haw- 
kins’s energy, enterprise and brain that the 
road. has been constructed to Montgomery 
and 120 miles of it built towards Savannah. 
Montgomery desired to show her apprecia- 
tion of Colonel Hawkins’s great work, and 
for this reason the excursion and the eele- 
bration of today were designed. | 

A delegation of Montgomery's citizens 
met the excursion train fifty miles from 
Montgomery, and escorted the excursionists 
to the city. On the arrival, about noon, 
there was a great gathering of people and a 
brass band to greet the visitors. They were 
first escorted to the board of trade rooms, 
where a reception was held. Colonel Ro- 


.quemore made an address of welcome. At 


2 o'clock the citizens of Montgomery served 
a magnificent banquet at the Exchange ho- 
tel. There were 600 covers—one of the 
largest banquets ever had in Montgomery. 
Colonel Roquemore acted as master of cer 
monies, and Alderman Thomas H. Clarke, 
of Montgomery, and Editor Frank Glass, of 
The Advertiser, made addresses of wel- 
come.

A SKETCH OF THE ROAD. 


Americus Would Not Be Bottled Up and 
Made Its Own Outlet. 

Americus, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)—Ameri- 
cus has for many years been a railroad storm 
center. Its representatives, both in the con- 
stitutional convention and senate and legis- 
lature have always taken an advanced stand 


in advocacy of state regulations of railroads. 


As a member of the state constitutional con- 
vention, Dr. George F. Cooper, representing 
Sumter county, led the fight against railroad 
monopolies and secured the insertion in the 
present state constitution of the clause au- 
thorizing railroad regulation by the state. 
Later, the young and talented member from 
Sumter, the Hon. Allen Fort, now one of the 
state railroad commissioners, earnestly and 
successfully advocated in the legislature the 
now celebrated Fort-Rankin bill, which finally 
passed, authorizing the formation of the 
ywresent railroad commission. Still later, the 
fon. Charlies F. Crisp, member of congress 
from Americus district. as a member of the 
Pacific railroad committeé, gallantly led the 
fight against that corrupt, but powerful cor- 
poration. 
The railroads in the meantime have not 

been quiet, and Americus has often paid the 
penalty for its pugnacicus progressiveness. 
The late Mr. Wadley at one time eliminated 
the name of Americus from his 
maps, and substituted therefor the euphonious 
title No. 9, while Smithville, twelve miles 
b2low, and Andersonville, t@#n miles above, 
assumed metropolitan proportions. During most 
of this period, by reason of the fact that it 
was the half-way station between Macon and 
Eufavla (two competitive points), the towns 
of Smithvilie and Andersonville each enjoyed 
better freight rates both east and west than 
did Americus, and the railroad commission, 
for the establishment of which Americus had 
ed, was unable to relieve it

Old man Madison Garretson has been re- 
leased from jail and has gone back to his 
aged and widowed: mother in Cincinnati. 

The poor old fellow did not want to go; 
his heart was set upon making Atlanta his 
home, but it was one of two alternatives 
set before him, and he decided it was best. 

The other alternative was to remain in 
jail. Reluctantly he chose the former and 
toak his departure for the city of beer 
gardens. 

His trouble was settled, and another 
chapter was written in the life of the er- 
ratic old Scotch contractor. 

There is pathos in the life story of the 
old man. Though fifty-eight years of age, 
he has never been more than a child. His 
aged mother was all he had to watch af- 
ter him, his father dying when he was 
quite young. Fortunately his mother was 
not poor. She owned a good, pleasant 
home in a charming suburb of the Queen 
City, and here she and her son lived the 
simple life of Scotch people. 

It was a favorite whim with Garretson 
to do civil engineering, at which he became 
quite proficient. As his experience in this 
line of work grew wider, he wanted to 
branch out as a contractor to do grading. 
He secured one or two contracts and on all 
of them lost heavily. But he did not give 
up. Undismayed he still nursed the idea 
that his particular forte was contracting 
and civil engineering. 

Finally it occurred to him that in the 
rapidly developing south he could find the 
field he wanted. 

He came to Atlanta moneyless and un- 
known. The results of his operations here 
_— alrexdy been printed in The Constitu- 

on, 

Briefly, he secured a big contract to do 
some railroad grading at Tallapoosa. He 
had no outfit and no money. But it was 
not his purpose to defraud any one. ‘The 
simple old fellow was as honest as the day- 
light. He bought an outfit commensurate 
with the extent of the work he had to do, 
on credit, and shipped it to Tallapoosa. On 
his arrival at Tallapoosa to begin work 
the company refused to let him begin and 
the contract was declared: broken. This 
threw him into a peck of trouble. The 
railroad held the outfit for the freight, 
which he did not have the money to pay. 
The man from whom he had purchased the 
outfit grew restless and wanted his money, 
and finally after numerous delays he sued 
out a bail trover procedure against Garret- 
son. 

The latter could neither produce the out- 
fit nor could he pay the money. As a re- 
sult, what is usually done in such cases 
was done, Garretson was remanded to jail. 

That was ten days ago. 

The strange old man was. completely 
broken down at being thrown into prison 
and in a shaking voice he repeated over and 
over again. “It’s the first time. It's the 
first time.” He would wring his hands in 
desperation. 

e knew that if his mother knew of his

of it. 

But should his poor old mother, trem- 
bling on the bring of the grave, know after 
all her watchfulness and care that her. son 
had landed in a common jail? 

He could not let her know; it would kill

He wrote to her of his trouble in a doubt- 
ful sort of way, and his family not under- 
standing it, his nephew came to Atlanta on 
Tuesday last. His nephew is Mr.  Na- 
thaniel Wright, a splendid young attorney 
of Cincinnati, and he set about to secure 
the release of his uncle. 

If I get you out of here,” he told the 
old fellow, “you must go right back to 
Cincinnati with me.” . 

To this the old man demurred. He de- 
clared he would not go. He liked Atlanta 
and wanted to stay here, 

A day and a half he kept up his protes- 
tations, but finally consented, and Wednes- 
day night the matter was settled and Gar- 
retson was carried back to Cincinnati by 
his nephew. 

During the ten days of his confinement 
the strange old man hardly slept or ate. 
All through the time he sat by the grated 
window of his cell, gazing out, and at times 
the tears would gather in his eyes, 

e was one of the oddest characters 
that ever lodged in the Atlanta jail.

Underwood’s life is spared. 

The jury went out yesterday morning at 
half-past 10 o’cloeck and returned shorily 
before 5 o’clock in the afternoon with a 
verdict of guilty and the recommendation 


that thé prisoner be sentenced to imprison- | 


ment for life. 

This verdict was expected by those who 
had listened closely to the evidence and 
arguments, but the delay caused some to 
predict a mistrial. 

It was a stout contest between counsel 
for the state. and the defense, and the 
lawyers on both sides managed the case 
with great skill. Messrs. Glenn & Maddox 
represented Underwood, and Mr. W. M. 
Neel, of Rome, assisted Solicitor General 
Hill in the prosecution. 

It was learned from the defendant’s 
counsel late yesterday afternoon that they 
will rest upon this verdict. 

At the conclusion of the Underwood 
trial yesterday morning the scene was one 
to strike the eye and fasten itself on the 
memory. Nothing extraordinary was said 
or done. An oppressive, ‘almost breathless 
quiet restrained the restlessness that is 
natural to every great crowd. No sound 


was heard but the voice of counsel mak- | 


ing a legal point, or of the judge in meas- 
ured tones delivering the charge to the 
jury, except now and then the hacking 


cough of some weak-lunged spectator, 
whose brouchial tubes were irritated by 
the damp air of the musty courthouse 


basement. 

The crowd itself, though a motley one, 
formed an impressive background for the 
scene. Every seat and almost every foot 
of standing room was occupied. Only those 
in the center seats could see from a sit- 
ting posture. Negroes mostly occupied these 
seats. They had come early to secure 
their places. The courtroom is their thea- 
ter, and here they see the greatest of all 
tragedies, the most solemn and the most 
deliberate—the condemnation of a man to 
death—the awful sentence upon a human 
soul after it is tried and found unfit to 
live. On either side the crowd stood in 
the aisles and on the benches, crowding 
up into the windows and partly obscuring 
the light of day, so that the slow tragedy 


‘which was being enacted in the foreground 


went on amid interlacing shadows cast by 
human heads. 

There in the foreground sat the judge, a 
white-haired man, with serious but impas- 
sive face, reading his charge, slowly, 
clearly and with deliberate emphasis.

official condemnatiog of his books, issued a 
circular, stating that his (Ginn’s) books had 
not been introduced at all in the county, 
and, indeed, that the new books were not 
to be introduced until nearly a year hence, 
January, 1893. How any intelligent, hon- 
orable or truthful man could make or pub- 
lish such statements is beyond our compre- 
hension. Ginn’s books did not come to Chat- 
tooga county without being sent here, and 
Branson sent them. The dealers did not 
furnish or sell these books without being 
authorized and instructed to do so, and 
Branson gave the authority and instructions. 
In the face of his own acts, of the record 
and of facts of which he must have been 
cognizant, how could Branson claim that 
Ginn’s books were not used at all in our 
schools? The action of the board of educa- 
tion was justifiable, and their resolutions 
were a correct and true statement of the 
facts; and when Branson published to the 
people of Georgia that they were not, he 
reflected on the intelligence and honor of 
our teachers and people; he violated the laws 
of gentlemanly and: business intercourse, and 
intentionally and wilfully, as i appears to 
us, misrepresented known facts. It only 
adds to his offense against our people, that 
after coming here and making a personal 
investigation of the matters at issue, he did 
not retract and correct his statements in a 
manly and straightforward way. Instead of 
doing this he avoids the issue entirely and 
indulges himself in three columns of irrel@ 
vant stuff about other counties, other books, 
other publishers, and particularly other 
agents. 

Misrepresentation and evasion of known 
facts are not the best methods to build up 
a legitimate business; neither will covert 
insinuations or direct charges against the 
character of others, unless the proof to sus- 
tain them is forthcoming.

What Anarchy Means. 

The discovery of the plot of the anarch- 
ists against the king of Spain will shock 
the civilized world. 

It is-now known that the anarchists 
actually went so far as to draw lots to 
determine who should kill the king. 
Their victim, selected for slaughter in this 
cold-blooded way, is no tyrant, no public 
enemy, no strong man unmercifully ex- 
ercising his power—he is a little child, 
a bright-eyed, curly-headed tot, with dim- 
pled cheeks, and his dream of empire is 
bounded by his mother’s heart. This 
rosy-cheeked youngster whose impulsive 
affection makes no discrimination be 
tween the prince and the peasant, and 
whose baby voice has more than once 
caused justice to be tempered with mer- 
cy, is blacklisted and doomed to die the 
death of a wild beast. 

The plot shows the true nature of an- 
archy. The wretches engaged in this 
miserable work do hot wage war against 
men who are armed and equipped to meet 
them face to face. It is a part of their 
system to do their work secretly and 
without risk to themselves. Dynamite 
and poison are their favorite weapons, 
and rather than be idle they would mur- 
der an innocent child. 

Anarchy always fails to direct its dead- 
ly force against the evils and the men 
really deserving destruction. It fights 
shadows, and its blows fall upon the 
innocent. 

In Spain today there are a thousand 
grown mei more dangerous to the people 
than the baby king ever will be. But 
the anarchists look over their heads and 
see only the hated shadows of royalty. 

There ‘is no principle, no reform at the 
bottom of this business—nothing but a 
brutal, senseless lust for blood, and the 
desire of all basely animal natures to de- 
stroy something. This is anarchy—it is 
not revolution or a crusade against wrong 
and injustice; it is simply murder,@apine 
and destruction reduced to a system. 


In Wyoming. 

Is it civil war or anarchy in Wyoming? 

The big cattle syndicates in that state 
claim that they were annoyed and dam- 
aged by rustlers who stole their cattle. 
Not satisfied with legal remedies, the 
syndicate men organized and started out 
to capture and dispose of the rustlers in 
their own way. In a word, they resort 
ed to lynch law. 

The rustlers, including many new set- 
tlers, got together and surrounded the 
syndicate mob, holding it in a state of 
siege. Then, the sheriff came along, 
summoned the besiegers as a posse, and 
the situation looked threatening. The 
very men who were to ba lynched sud- 
denly became a lawful body acting under 
proper orders. 

At this juncture the federal troops ar- 
rived, the syndicate sutrendered to them, 
and the military refused to co-operate 
with the sheriff, claiming that the cattle 
men were prisoners of war subject to the: 
order of the president. : 

Now, the governor thinks that he 
should take a hand in the matter, but the 
trouble is that the cattle owners represent 
the wealth of the state, while the rust 
lers and new settlers are poor men. Both 
sides want to lynch each other, and the 
interference of the federal @pldiers, in- 
stead of bringing peace adds another 
element of discord because they happen 
to be negroes. ee 

So things stand at present. The presi- 
dent and the governor, the military com- 
mander and the sheriff, the nigger troops 
and the cattle owners, and the rustlers 
are all fighting mad and growing madder. 

How such a tangle can be straightened 
out remains to be seen, but,it is safe to 
say that somebody will be hurt, and it 
may be that Wyoming will be wiped out. 
It strikes us that these .warring officials 
and bodies of men are all more or less 
right, and all more or less wrong. The

Mr. Janes’s views The Boston Transcript 
Says: 

He thinks that with the recognition of the 
city government as a business corporation, 
it could then with perfect safety consider the 
subject of municipal lighting. Statistics show 
that in Great Britain two hunderd munictipal- 
ities manufacture their own illuminating gas. 
Cities like Manchester and Birmingham reap 
a profit of a quarter of a million dollars a 
year from private consumers, besides giving 
them extremely cheap gas, and securing illum- 
ination for municipal purposes free. In regard 
to street railways, Mr. Janes instances the 
ease of Toronto, as regards the policy that 
should be pursued, in respect to corporations 
which obtain control of the streets, if public 
ownership is déemed impolitic. There the con- 
tractors pay a lump sum of $136,000 per year, 
according to his figures, and also a percentage 
on their gross receipts. This would seem to 
be a pretty large tax, but it indicates the 
worth of the privileges which street railways 
have to obtain before they can begin business. 
The subjects discussed in this paper are of 
immense importance to the well-being of citips, 
and are eminently worthy of the attention °of 
all who take the least interest in the “problem 
of city government.”’ 

The questions dealt with in this inter- 
esting little book are of such practical 
importance that it is to be hoped Mr. 
Janes’s work will be widely read by citi- 
zens who take an interest in municipal 


affairs,

Had the alarm been turned 
in originally from the right box, it would 
never have assumed such proportions. But 
the delay occasioned at the start proved

The Origin. 


It is impossible to tell how the fire first 
originated, but it undoubtedly started in 
the foundry. 

The watchman who is on guard at the 
building was found in it, unconscious of the 
conflagration when the firemen burst into 
the “shops.” His dog was burat to death. 

Patrolman Cain, who discovered the fire, 
first saw flames bursting through the —— 
and it is thought that the fire then 
several hours headway. 

What the Less Will Be. 


All that was saved from the machine 
shops were several chests of tools. 

The most improved machinery had been 
placed in the building. A furnace and 
foundry had been there. All the necessary 
appurtenances were on hand.

The machinery hall, eighty-five feet wide 
and two hundred and fifty feet in depth 
in which they were all stored, was a total 
loss. The building was two stories high 
with a basement, and had a five story tow- 
er as an entrance. ‘

MR. BRANSON ARRESTED, 


A New and Sensational Feature in the School 
Book War. 

The intense rivalry between two school- 
book agents that culminated in a lively 
fisticuff on Whitehall street several weeks 
ago, took another turn yesterday. 

And it gives promise of having serious 
consequences. 

It was in the shape of a warrant sworn 
out against Professor Branson, of the 
Ginn Publishing Company, and formerly 
superintendent of the public schools of 
Athens, charging him with bribery. 

On April 11th a lively personal encounter, 
the details of which appeared in The Con- 
stitution, took place in front of Lester’s 
bookstore between himself and J. W. 
Womack, of the American  Schoolbook 
Publishing Company. 

With discolored eyes the two gentlemen 
appeared before Recorder Calhoun on the 
charge of disorderly conduct. There Mr. 
Womack acknowledged having been the 
aggressor, but stated that he attacked Pro- 
fessor Branson to resent an insult. 

And it was none other, he said, than a 
charge made by the professor against him 
to the effect that he had been guilty of 
bribery in Seattle and had to flee w Can- 
ada to avoid prosecution. 

The case resulted in the fining of Mr. 
Womack $10 and costs and the discharge 
of Professor Branson. 

Since that time the rivalry between the 
two schoolbook representatives has been 
intense and both have indulged in frequent 
card-writing of any but a complimentary 


nature. 

The feeling between them became very 
strong. It resulted yesterday morning 
in a warrant being sworn out against 
Professor Branson charging him with hav- 
ing bribed the school commissioners of 
Chattooga to accept the books of the com- 
pany he represented. 

The paper was placed in the hands of the 
sheriff of that county and he immediately 
came to Atlanta to execute it. 

Detective Looney later in the day found 
the professor at his office on Whitehall 
street and there put him under arrest. 
The schoolbook agent was greatly sur- 
prised, but quietly accompanied the ofti- 
cer sold goimag headquarters. There he was 
relea: on his own recognizance until last 
evening, when he went to Chattooga to 
stand trial. 

He had no doubt but that the warran 
had been sworn out by Mr. Womack ‘nnd 
regarder the step as one actuated by un- 
gentlemanly motives. 

Mr. Womack himself could not be found. 
The charge against his competitor in the 
schoolbook field is a very serious one with 
no light penalty.

A PROSPEROUS COMPANY, 


The Thomson-Houston Has a Surplus of 
Seven and a Half Millions. 


The annual report of the Thomson- 
Houston Electric Company contains a fine 
showing of the corporation’s business. 

On January 1, 1892, it had 873 organized 
lighting companies. Of this number 118 
were established last year. Il ifty-nine 
street railway companies contracted for 
the Thomson-Houston motors during 1891.

Prior to March 1, 1892, there had been 
paid to the stockholders in cash dividends 
a total of $1,731,1381.88. In _ addition to 
this, there had been distributed among 
the stockholders as a special dividend 
$1,000,000 of common stock at par, which 
was taken — ee oe gee yeetae Bid 
the company Ap 5, 9, and securities 
of the var value of $2,416,468.27, were 
placed in the hands of trustees for the 
benefit of the stockholders of the company 
October 5, 1889. 

A 7 per cent dividend was paid last 
year on the preferred stock and 16 per cent 
on the common stock. 

W. Palmer is the southern 
manager, with headquarters in Atlanta. 
Through his territory the company’s busi- 
ness has been wonderfully prosperous. 
The company could not have made a wiser 
selection than it did when it secured 
Judge Palmer as the manager of its in- 
terests in the south, and the great growth 
of the business in this section shows it.

GOLD IN GEORGIA. 


Assistant State Geologist Whatley Tells 
of It. 


HE IS MAKING OUT A_ REPORT. 


It Promises to Be a Splendid Showing for 
Gold Miningin Georgia— Riches Em- 
bosomed in Our Mountains, 


There are bushels of gold in north Geor- 


a. 
e's E. T. Whatley, assistant state geol- 
ogist, has made a careful study of the ge- 
ology of the counties north of Atlanta and 
has been busy for several weeks past mak- 
ing out this report for the geological de- 


partment of the state. 

Mr. Whatley talks interestingly about 
the precious ores embosomed in the north 
Georgia mountains. When questioned as 
to whether he thinks there is much gold in 
the state, he said: 

“IT know there is. It is of course impos- 
sible to estimate accurately the amount 
that has already been taken from the sur- 
face of northeast Georgia, but 1 can name 
eight counties that have produced at least 
twenty-five million dollars from the surface. 
By the surface I mean the placer mines. 
You see there are two chief classes of gold 
mines, the “placer mines” which contain 
free gold in the form of particles or nug- 
gets, and the “vein mines’ which contain 
gold ores. Placer mines are confined to the 
surface and are produced by running water 
which separates the particles of gold from 
other .ighter materials in the same manner 
that sand is separated from soils and de- 
posited in beds. The vein mines usually 
extend very deep below the surface and 
are the sources of the gold.” 


By No Means Exhausted. 


“Is the gold exhausted from __ these 
counties?” - 

“By no means. The ‘placer mines’ in 
most localities have been practically ex- 
hausted, but these mines are only an index 
—a surface indication—of what there is be- 
neath. ‘The gold from these mines is only a 
very small per cent of the aggregate 
amount still contained in the veins near by, 
which in some localities extend hundreds 
of feet below the surface.” 

“Have many veins been discovered?” 

“Yes. a great many. I made some dis- 
coveries while in north Georgia last sum- 
mer. Some are true fissure veins and some 
are on beds containing a multitude of small 
veins. 1 took a specimen from one vein 
which assays $250 per ton. The whole 
vein will average perhaps $90 per ton.” 

‘Are such veins -commcn?” 

“No, but veins are common containing 
gold in paying quantities.” 

“Are many mines in operation?” 

“Not many; a few in each county. A 
great many parties have begun operations 
and failed.” 

“How do you account for their failures? 
Are they due to inferior ores?” 

“In some instances they are perhaps due 
to inferior ores, but in the majority of 
instances they are not. To illustrate, not 
more than one farmer in ten makes a 
success, not more than one merchant in ten 
succeeds; and so with the other -professions. 
The gold miners of Georgia are an intelli- 
gent class of men, but they are not excep- 
tions. It requires more skill and manage- 
ment to operate a gold mine successfully 
than is required either to farm or mer- 
chadize. Because companies have failed is 
no reason why the mines should be con- 
demned, when the assays of the ores show 
from $20 to $40 per ton. | 

“In one of. the counties of north Georgia 
a northern company spent $250,000 for 
property and equipments, hired a man who 
Was not interested in the property to 
superintend the work and fumished all 
the supplies, not one of the company liv- 
ing nearer than Boston. Now, if an At- 
lanta merchant or a Georgia farmer should 
attempt a similar experiment in his bus- 
iness would he not be more surprised at 
success than failure?” 


An Inviting Field. 


“Are the gold mines of Georgia an in- 
viting field for capital?” 

“They are jf the capital is invested with 
a view to the development of the proper- 
ties. The day has passed in Georgia for 
‘mineral booms,’ ‘big deals’ or ‘transient 
mines.’ If it is not it ought to be. What 
the mineral interest of Georgia needs is 
development. The speculative tendency has 
done more to injure the gold interest of 
Georgia than anything else. I know many 
valuable properties in Georgia that are 
lying dormant simply because they were 
bonght to sell and with no intention to 
work the mines. 

“Such transactions may sometimes en- 
rich individuals, but they are injurious to 
the mining interest of Georgia and should 
be discouraged. : 

“Yes, the gold mines of Georgia are in- 
viting to capital, but not to capital that 
expects to be doubled without some years 
of toil combined with skill and practical 
management to show the true value of 
the mines. 

“Capital rightly invested will be rewarded 
and will help to reveal the hidden wealth 
of our state. It will give steady and re- 
munprative employment to our working 
classes, gradually swell the volume of 
currency per capita and make Georgia 
what she deserves to be, a mining as well 
as an agricultural and manufacturing 
state.” 

A Kind of a Boom. 


‘Ts it probable that much capital will be 
invested soon to develop the resources of 
Georgia?” 

“I think so. The first thing necessary 
is a knowledge of these resources. 

“The people are comparatively ignorant 
of the resources of Georgia, especially out- 
side of the state. When unexaggerated re- 
ports are printed and the facts are pre- 
sented the people will see that it is to 
their interest to develop these resources. 

“The lumbermen will investigate the 
special utilities of the different varieties of 
timbers, the quarrymen the _ different 
classes of building stone, the miners will 
investigate new methods of extracting 
metals, and these investigations will lead 
tw gigantic industries in Georgia.”
